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Spear Points. 

Mr. Howard has found his "hind 
legs." And now that he has found 
them, I hope he will keep them. I 
do not think they are artificial. 1 
think they are a genuine growth 

I am moved to the above reflec- 
tion on reading his address at the 
Staunton Convention. He put up 
a corking good talk to that Conven- 
tion. He talked to those teachers 
and superintendents from a new 
standpoint — new to them —the 
standpoint of common sense. It is a 
pity the 1. p. f. has not printed it. 
It contains much of interest and 
benefit to them as well as to the 
superintendents. It is a pity, too, 
that our deaf writers who seems able 
to talk so much on other subjects, 
have not commented more generally 
on this talk Mr. Howard put over 
at Staunton. Some people can talk 
and talk and talk. They forget 

that THE STBAM THAT BLOWS THK 
WHISTLE NBVKR TURNED A WHEEL. 
Mr. Howard don't waste steam that 
way. At least, he did not at Staun- 
ton. 

Mr. Howard's talk is good and 
straight all the way through. Hot 
stuff, the kind that raises the blister 
on the tender skin of the hypocrite. 
Here and there vivid truths flash 
forth and pierce, even as a spear 
point. But it is in the passage 
where he describes the peculiar and 
wonderful process by which super- 
intendents arrive at the " honest" 
belief that they are " infallible," 
that he does the work with a master 
touch. I will here quote it in full: 

Schools for the deaf are little monarchies 
all-sufficient unto themselves. Surrounded 
by communities of hearing people who 
have not yet learned that the deaf are just 
like other folks, except only they cannot 
hear, they are almost as secluded as they 
would' be if they were surrounded by a 
twenty-foot wall. 

The pupils are regarded with some 
curiosity. The teachers are presumed to be 
peculiar and gifted individuals with the 
power to inject light into dark anil stubborn 
intellects. The head of the school is sup- 
posed to be a great-souled, ginnt-minded 
and saintly philanthropist, disinteresteillv 
devoting his time and talents to the ameli- 
oration of the condition of a class of un- 
fortunate beings. It is not unnatural that, 
in course of time, the heads of these schools 
have an honest conviction that they are 
quiet infallible in Judgment 

Now, I surmise there may lie some 
deaf people who really believe that 
these superintendents are infallible 
and, therefore, I have selected this 
statement as the text tor a little talk 
of my own. But first let me define 
the terms " infallibility of judg- 
ment," " great-souled," and" giant- 
minded." 

" Great-souled" is a common ex- 
pression. Mr. Howard may be ex- 
cused for using it; but it has no 
meaning whatever, simply because 
there is no evidence that man pos- 
sesses any such thing as "soul." 
And if he does we are wholly un- 
able to determine whether it possess- 
es quantity and quality. We can- 
not measure it, weigh it and test it. 
The sensible inference would seem 
to be that all souls are exactly the 
same size and all equally good 
For, if the "soul" be immortal, if 
It has always existed and always 
will exist, how can it possess those 
attributes that we, on earth, charac- 
terize as good or bad ? 

"Great -minded" seems to be all 
r 'ght, and means a mind stored with 
v ast hearing, exact knowledge, gain 
e d after years of painstaking study 
°f every conceivable subject We 
might reasonably suppose that a 
■mperintendent with such a mind 
Would be " infallible in judgment'' 
0,1 certain limited matters. For 
* x ample, he could tell you with 
c *rtainty that if you stick your hand 
' n the fire you will get burned, but 
ne could not tell just how loud you 
Would "holler" or with what degree 
°* speed you would withdraw your 
ha «d. " Infallibilty in judgment," 
1,1 uat, therefore, be circumscribed 
and localized. Another thing, it 
n 'Ust be confined to material things 
***t we can see, taste, smell, feel, 
We .'gh, measure. To illustrate this 
Point.

prove that he has hind legs and 
nothing else, then my judgment was 
" infallible" in this case. But if it 
should be shomi that Ik- has hind 
legs, tail, hortfe 4afcatiBKBi 
neither I, Dr. Long, Or. box 
Rev. Dr. Cloud were infallible in 
our judgment. We all erred, be- 
cause none of us were " giant-mind- 
ed" enough to take in the com- 
plexity of his make up. 

To illustrate further — and now 
let no one think that I write in a 
spirit of levity; I do not, I write in 
all sincerity and earnestness — sup- 
pose my good friend, Mr. McFar- 
lane, says that man possesses the 
thing we call "soul," that it is im- 
mortal and will live after the material 
body has passed away. He cannot 
prove it. He can produce no actual 
evidence that such is the case, there- 
fore, his judgment cannot be "in- 
fallible" in such things He may 
"honestly" believe it. But, alas, 
belief is not knowledge. 

We see, therefore, that ' ' infalli- 
bility of judgment" is not easily 
attained — it is not attained ' ' by sud- 
den flight." Hence, when a super 
intendent " honestly" believes that 
he has risen to this subline height, 
we may say, at once, that he is suf- 
fering from a delusion — possibly a 
mild form of insanity. 

We might well pass it here and 
let him rest in his " honest" belief, 
but for the harm he does. Suffering 
from this delusion, he does im- 
measurable harm, and Mr. Howard 
has expressed it in these forceful 
words: " The most blatant frauds 
and misrepresentations are passed 
up and not even commented upon." 
This " honest" belief if infallibility 
destroys what little ability for good 
judgment he may possess It 
warps his sense of right and wrong. 
He loses all sense of consistency, 
self-control, and his " guilty know- 
ledge of misrepresentation and 
frauds," as Mr. Howard puts it, 
causes him no feeling of remorse or 
fear. 

I would like to see a superinten- 
dent, who has, in fact, attained to the 
sublime height of " infallibility of 
judgment." What a man he would 
be ! What infinite blessings would 
he not bring to the deaf ! Give us 
such a man, O, Nature 1 Hasten, 
hasten his coming, that he, in the 
wisdom and goodness of his judg- 
ment, may uphold and defend the 
sign-language. 

Will infalliability ever be attained 
by man on this earth ? I think so, 
but not in our time. Man comes in- 
to the world naked. He brings with 
him certain tendencies which he has 
acquired from his progenitors, 
through countless ages past, lie 
does not bring with him cognition, 
selectivity and directivity, the attri- 
butes of mind, of judgment. All of 
these things he acquires by slow and 
painful process on earth, after he 
gets here. They are earth born, 
And the motive under it all is his de- 
sire for his own well being here on 
earth. Man's desire for his own 
well-being here on earth and nowhere 
else, has brought him up from the 
care to the home. It has caused 
him to dig and delve, and Strive and 
suffer. Little by little he has con 
quered. Slowly he has pushed back 
the forces that oppose him. On- 
ward, ever onward has been his 
march. And this same desire for his 
own well-being here <pn earth will 
continue to spur him onward until, 
at last, he shall have attained the 
goal to which he is destined — the 
Super-Man, the Master Man, the Im 
mortal Man here on earth. Yes, 
man's destiny lies here on earth and 
nowhere else, and here it is that he 
is to win immortality if ever. And 
when the Super- Man shall have ar- 
rived on this earth, he will contain 
within himself the sum of all the cog- 
nition, directivity and selectivity — 
that is to say, mind, that has ever 
existed. We who now live and suf- 
fer are contributing our part towards 
the coming of the Master- Man. We 
die, we rest for a time, but we shall 
wake again and shall live again, our 
conscious selves, in the Super-Man. 
Not in some visionary city with 
pearly gates and streets of gold, but 
light hero Of this dear old earth — 
this earth which the Immoital Man, 
the Super-Man, shall have trans 
formed and beautified, from which 
he shall have banished all trouble and 
all strife, all sickness and all death 
What a magnificent destiny for man 
is this : Is not this better than a city 
with pearly gates and streets of gold 
where naked "souls" will have no- 



thing to do but sit through eternity 
and twang a harp? 

Let us then, each one of us, play 
our part as best we can. Let us be 
and liberal in our views. Le 
us not suppress the truth Let us 
be kind, and all-embracing in our 
sympathies, sincere and true in our 
fellowship. Let us not fall into the 
delusion that we are "infallible." 
For he who "honestly" believes 
that he is " infallible in judgment" 
is no longer a live factor in the pro- 
gress of mankind. He is dead and 
out. He passes up the "most blat- 
ant frauds."

Many ot the specimens 
are very artistic, some are of 
curious shape and design, while 
Others, designed for special pur 
poses, include an emergency cane 
containing a whisky flask, a sketch 
mg cane with drawing materials in 
I he handle, match safe canes, 
mountain climbing canes with sharp 
spiked ferrules, an Officer's "swag- 
ger stick," and sword imd gun canes 
of various types

In addition to the above oolleo 

lion there are a number id walking 
sticks in individual and family ex- 
hibits which relate to American his 
lory. Among them are canes car- 
ried hy Presidents John Qniney Ad 

ams, .IctTcrson, Grant, Oevehind and 
many American naval and military 
officers Of note, including Lafayette, 
Schley, Dewey and Others, besides 
canes made of wood fiom historical 
spots or termed from historical ob 

jeolS. 

According to the belief of some 
anthropologists and ethnologists, 
the cane was an implement which 
found its way into the families of 
nearly ovciy race before histoiy 
was recorded, as a defensive wea- 
pon, or as a staff or other useful In- 
strument. It is claim, «d by others 
thai the word "cane" is misused in 
application lo walking sticks, they 
holding that it means the stalk of a 
hollow-stemmed plant, but the cane 
made Of other woods is found to 
have been employed at an early 
date in countries where these plants 

did not grow. Probably the word 

comes from the Arabic, Semitic or 
llelirew language, although it is also 
found in Greek, Latin, Spanish, 
French and English, and in the 

latter It was compounded into such 
Words as "speare-eaine," and "lire 
cane," while in other count n 
was used 10 represent a tod for 

punishment and measuring, as well 
as the implement employed in a 
sport or game. 

ORIGIN or mi: ticu.m 
One interesting theory la thai the 

Woman cane derived lis name fiom 
the tact that it was used to beat olY 
the savage dogs of the street ; cani, 
" for a dog," a substitution of cause 
for effect. There its general use 
was soon prohibited, however, since 
the populace came to the use in 
their personal quarrels with dts 
aslious results and because too 
many dead dogs littered the stieels 

An Imperial edict, issued to relieve 

this slate of affairs forbid all ex 
cept those of patrician tank from 
carrying canes, thus making it a 
privilege which came to be popular 
among the nobility and eventually 
a distinction. The ladles of this 
time oarrled them also, their richly 
and artistically decorated canes 
serving as a iod, for the punish- 
ment of their sla\ 
The cane appeared in England 

as the badge ol aristocracy tn aliout 
the the tilth century, but after 

sei viu" this pnrpeae for some time 
came into the hands of the lower 



classes, and was dropped by those 
of higher social standing. 

It was re-established in its true 
ho pilgrims and soldiers 
from the Holy Land dur- 
pg the Crusades and soon came 
into popularity again. 

ONCE A BADGE OF NOBILITY. 

With a revival of the cane among 
the gentry came a period of decora 
tion, and canes of exquisite design 
and of gieat value resulted ; they 
were adorned with cords, tassels, 
bells and even (lutes Henry 111. 
put an end lo this HO per decoration 
by-prohibiting ids knights from 
going about accompanied by what 
resembled jesters' wands. Kdward 
f. was forced to put a ban on the 
skipeil cane, just as had the empor 
or of Rome, on account of the many 
tights and quarrels resulting in the 
deaths of his citizens and soldiers 
Later Kdward III. found it neees- 
sary to forbid the tiso of the danger 
ous "spheremace" and pyke caine 
in the lists 

During the seventeenth century 
canes lost their significance as a 
badge of nobility and became com 
mon in lower classes, and among 
students and schoolboys. When 
this occurred the gentlemen took up 
the small sword as a distinguishing 
aristocratic emblem, which was fur 
ther brought into vogue by the belli- 
gerency of the times. 

THE UPS AND DOWN. 

Al the close of the American Re- 
volution the cane came into its own 
again in this country and England, 
when it was gladly taken up by the 
better classes, all of whom were 
tired of war and Its accompanying 
sidearms, and again its use became 
general. 

After passing through more ups 
and down — from ofticets and gen- 
tlemen to students and dandies, to 
tradesmen and servants, and back to 
students again — through which it 
still persisted, it appears to-day in 
many walks of life, as part of a gen- 
tleman's dress, as a part of an 
officer's civilian dress, as a staff for 
the aged and infirm and as a service- 
able companion in many classes 
and countries, especially in Europe, 
where no gentleman or student goes 
on the street without his cane. 

Although the museum collection 
does not show the development of 
(he walking-stick from its earliest 

days, n number of types recall the 

former styles and bear peitinently 
on the general history of the cane 
as well as the history of the coun- 
tries icpresenled. 



The locomotive too years old. 



Just one hundred yorrs ago the 
lirst practical steam locomotive, 
"The Mlucher," came into exist 
ence. It was a crude and queer 
looking object, and excited great 
curiosity and merriment among 
those who were on hand to see I he 
experiment. It was an invention 
of Qeorge Stephenson, an English- 
man, and made its fust run at Kil 
lingswmth Colliery, England. 
Other locomotive's bad been tried 
out before this, but none of them 
was of real piaetieal value. 

Shortly before he began work on 
his engine Stephenson had witn. 
ed several experiments with other 
locomotives, and his keen judgment 
and knowledge of mechanics ena- 
bled him to see the defects which in- 
terfered with theil successful opera- 
tion. In building bis own engine 
he made use ><( the knowledge gaiu- 
ed at these first fruitless ventures, 
and with the financial aid of Lord 
Ravonsworth he produced u loco- 
motive which not only worked out 
as expected, but convinced many 
skeptics of his time that the h-como 
tive was a real factor and had come 
to stay. 

This first crmle engine weighed 
six tons and could draw thirty Ions 
on a slight up-hill haul. This per 
lormanee was considered remark- 
able. Hut the inventor was not 
satisfied, because his critical eye 
had discovered a number of defects 
which would have to be overcome 
before the engine would become a 
Commercial possibility. The chief 
fault was the inability of the loco- 
motive to furnish sufficient steam, 
,und this same difficulty had handi 
capped previous expei imeiiteis. 
The Steam exhaust led into the open 
air, and the noise it made was so 
great as it traveled laboriously along 
it frightened the noises at the mine, 



ami the authorities tried hard to 
stop further experiments. 

In order to reduce the noise Ste- 
phenson ran the exhaust into the 
smokestack. Hut by making this 
change he accomplised far more 
than he anticipated Ths noise not 
only diminished, but a partial 
vacuum was created between the 
smokestack and the fire bed, which 
greatly increased the efficiency of 
the draft and quantity of steam 
produced. 

TblS first locomotive looked more 
like a huge grasshopper than any- 
thing elsO. There was no cabin on 
it and the engineer hail to stand up 
while it was in operation. 

Three years after this first effort 
Stephenson built another ami much 
improved locomotive. It was in 
continual service on an English 
railroad for more than thirty years 
before i t. had to be replaced by an- 
other one of better construction. 
In IBS'.) the directors of the Liver 
pool and Manchester Railroad offer- 
ed a prize of $2,500 for a locomotive 
which Showed itself best adapted foi 
railroad work. Stephenson's famous 
"Rocket" secured the prize. It 
attained a speed of nineteen miles 
an hour while hauling a train 
neighing thirteen tons. Many 

practical people of the time looked 
aghast at this terrific speed, and 
believed that nothing but disaster 
could result from such recklessness. 
It was declared that no Hack could 
be made that would prevent this 
monster of iron from jumping off 
and running amuck, and it was also 
said that the air suction caused by 
the rapiil passage of such a large 
body would endanger the lives of 
any persons who might chance to be 
anywhere near its path. 

When the tracks were being laid 
foi the first railroad in England, the 
workmen were fiequently forced to 
run for their lives trom the attack 
of mobs made up of people of who 
were convinced that the fast 
travelling trains would be a source 
of great danger. In the sedate 
and conservative columns of the 

London Quarterly Review a writer 

of the peiiod declared: " We 
would as soon expect the people of 
Woolwich to suffer themselves to 
be fired off upon one of Oongreve's 
ricochet rockets as tTUSt themselves 
lo the mercy of such a machine 
going at such a speed." ' 

The astonishing performance of 
"The Rocket " led to the Intro 
dnclion of steam engines in this 
country. In 1820 lforatia Allen 
operated the first locomotive tried 
out in America; it ran ou tracks 
made entirely of wood Spectators 
at the trial were afraid to venture 
on the engine, and many of them 
urged the daring Allen to give up 
the experiment, as it was bound to 
end in disaster. Allen laughed at 
their fears, and, pullingthe throttle 
wide open, he dashed off at the 
terrific speed of ten miles an hour. 

In lS;lf Phinoas Davis, of IVnn 
sylvania, designed an engine lor 
the Baltimore A Ohio Railroad. 
It was the lirst of the grasshopper 
type, and it did good work foi 
many years. Three of these grass 
hopper engines, designed by Davis 

for the same railroad, wereMn active 
seiviee foi over fifty \ e,u s — a re- 
markable record. 

In lSlSl Matthew Kald win, found- 
er of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, designed an engine called 
"Old Ironsides. '" It was tried out 
on the rhilapelphia A Norristown 
Railroad and made a speed of thirty 
miles an hour. It weighed some- 
thing over live tons. It was used 
only in fair weather, and when it 
rained horses weie used to draw 
the cars. 

From this date rapid improve 
ment was made in the construction 
of the locomotive The railroads 
were beginning to handle a large 
business, but their methods of 
management were so erode that 
many fearful wrecks resulted. 

The rails in use during the first 
days ol the railroad were very light, 
weighing about twenty-three pounds 
to the yard. To-day the rails must 
be one hundred pounds to the yard 
to withstand the tremendous pres- 
sure of the gigantic modern locomo- 
tive. In 1849, t lie average speed >f 
passenger trains was twenty three 
miles an hour ; to day the average 
Speed is fifty to sixty miles an hour, 
and sudden spurts of ninety miles 
are attainable, or about 
times as fust as the first locomotive 



speed engines were put in use in 
1872on the Peunsylvauia Railroad ; 
it weighed thirty -seven tons. In 
1892 a still laiger type was design- 
ed, weighing niuety-flve Ions, and 
dining recent years the weight of 
passenger engines has increased to 
400 tons — or sixty times heavier 
than Stephenson's first locomotive. 

To-day there are over 250,000 
miles of trackage in the United 
States and more than G5,000 loeomo 
lives in use; 150,000,000 tons of ooal 
are needed to keep them supplied 
with fuel, and over a billion tons of 
freight are transported on this 
enormous railway system every 
year. 

The locomotive has been carried 
to its highest development in this 
country, and the United Sta'es now 
leads the woild in its inauufactiiie, 
not only supplying all that are 
needed in this country, but shipping 
many hundred yearly to other parts 
of the world. 

The locomotive is being made 
laiger and larger to meet the grow- 
ing demands upon it. The largest 
engine in use to-day is a compound 
one, which measures ISO feet over 
all and weighs 850,(00 pounds. 
It is an oil burner, earring, 4,000 
gallons of oil >md 12,000 gallons of 
water. It cost $43,380 to build. 
Modern locomotives, as they get 
bigger and bigger, must inctease in 
tl c direction of their lenth only, 
and Ibis makes it necessary to con- 
struct them with a series of joints so 
that they cau turn a curve without 
upsetting.

On the eveniug of Thanksgiving 
Day a very successful and enjoy- 
able theatrical entertainment was 
given in the Parish House of (trace 
and St. Peter's Episcopal Church.

Those who came, and they 
brought with them much of their 
stage make ups, weie Miss Helena 
Bowdeu (.Cissy), Miss Nellie Stem- 
pie (Marjoiie), Mr. 11. E Stevens

Partington (Mr. Jones). The fol- 
lowing Baltimoreans assisted Mi. 
Oilando Price (Sporty Richard), 
Mr. Oscar Poland (The Bishop), 
Mrs Helen Leitner (Mrs. Ebeu/.er), 
Miss Isabella Shipley (Alvinia), Mr. 
George Shipley (Indian), Mr. Clar- 
ence Leitner (Polleeman) and Miss 
Mabel Whildin (llelma). 

The stage was an improvised af- 
fair, built by Mr. George Leitner 
and an assistant, and surprisingly 
correct in all details, even to the 
footlights, the staii case, the furni- 
ture and the hanging! 

Too much cannot he said in 
piaise of the four Philadelphia 
actors. They acquitted themselves 
most creditably. And as to the 
Baltimore players, — well, the idea 
<»o long prevalent that Baltimore 
had no fust class thespians, was 
then and there dispelled. Mr. Price 
aeteil tiie true sport, Mi. Poland 
acted like a dignified Bishop, Mr. 
Shipley terrified the children with 
his Comanche yells, Mr. Clarence 
Leitner wielded the club so fiercely 
that a fellow in the back part of 
the audience whispered to his com- 
panion, "Mickey, cheese it;' 
Shipley made us all believe she was 
really an old maid ; Mrs. Leitner's 
tantrums made every fussy old 
woman in the audience jealous, and 
.Mabel Whildin's Irish versatility 
and gum chewing propensities re 
called the Ould Sod quite vividly to 
Mike OToole. Among the audi- 
ence of over one hundred were the 

Hector of Gfboe and St. Petei's, his 
twenty | entire family, a number of hearing 
people and two reporters, whose only 
could move. The first of the high- ' criticism was that we did uot hire a 



theatre and bring in the whole po- 
pulation of Baltimore. Mr. John 
C. Wess acted as ticket seller and 
puncher. 

During her stay in Baltimore, 
Miss Nellie Stemple was the guest 
of her friend, Miss Beckie Newman. 

Miss Bowden and Mr. Stevens 
were entertaitied by Rev. and Mrs. 
Whildin. 

Mr. Partington was the guest of 
Mr. and Mrs. G. M. Leitner. 

It was regretted by their friends 
that Mr. Partington and Mr. 
Stevens had to leave Baltimore at 
the conclusion of the play. Miss 
Stemple and Miss Bowden remained 
until Sunday night and Monday 
morning, respectively, taking in 
trips to Washington and Virginia. 
In Washington they visited Gal- 
laudet College and attended a 
pleasant Box Party, held at Trinity 
Parish Ball, undei the auspices of 
St. Barnabas Episcopal Mission. 

As a result ot the success of these 
theatricals others are under con- 
templation. As furnishing a plea- 
sant diversion, an instructive lesson 
iu artistic living, and a means of 
replenishing depleted exchequers 
they are far superior to the rather 
tiresome and samesome annual 
Pairs, Bazaais, Suppers and Ban- 
quets.

The roaos of Paraguay are about 
live yards wide throughout, and the 
trees meet overhead at a height of 
some eighteen feet, thu. foimlng a 
tunnel of very uniform dimensions. 
In the clear parts of the tuniel— 
that is, where it is not choked up 
with the giant nettle — it is full from 
roof to ground of enormous spiders' 
webs st retching clear across t he road, 
the big trees usually being chosen 
as anchorages and the total clear 
span being thus moie like eight 
yards than five. 

The main cables or framework of 
the nets are composed of five or six 
Strands Of thick yellow web and are 
almost as Strong as cotton thread. 
The rest of the net is made up ot 
single and double strands of the 
same stout material, which is as 
sticky as it is strong. Every yard 
or no one of these nets extends across 
one's path, making it necessary to 
hold a cutlass or a fairly stout 
stick at arm's length in front as 
one walks. 

The makeis of these troublesome 
but picturesque obstructions are 
large, highly colored, gaudy 
looking spiders, with bodies that 
look as if I hey wete about to ex- 
plode, they are so blown out and 
glossy. 

At intervals in some more open 
Space where the sky is visible one 
will notice a different kind of web, 
far more irregular in shape, but far 
larger than the others. Not con 
ten I with the space available in the 
tunnel, these webs are stretched in 
complicated mazes from the ground 
to the very tops of the surrounding 

trees, with clear spans frequently 
twenty Ol thirty yards from oue tree 
to another. 

From these main cables smaller 
ones extend to the ground — a drop 
fifteen or twenty yards — and the 
spaces in between are filled up with 
a mass of webs spun in all direc- 
lions — Wide World Magazine. 



A <niinirj Without Paoperi 



Belgium, according to an article 
in The World's Work, is a country 
without paupers and from which 
people do not emigrate. The reputa- 
tton, which every other country 

would earnestly covet, exists not 
because of old-age pensions or 
public charity, for Belgium has 
neither, bui because the government 

has made systematic effort, long 
coni iiiued, to encouraged thrift 
among its people. The means used 
most effectively is the postal saving 
banks through which deposits may 
be made at any post office in the 
kingdom, and in amounts of oue 
franc and over. Deposits are 
recorded by special adhesive post- 
age stamps, which are pasted in the 
bankbook furnished to each with 
an official number. After the book 
is issued, money may be deposited at 
any post office in the kingdom ami 
depositors may correspond: with the 
bank free of postal charge. 
Through the instrumentality of these 
banks, the Wtlter believes that the 
idea of thrift has been ingrained in 
the national character. Children 
are impressed with the necessity of 
saving from their school days up, 
an 1 the result is found in a people 
who live within their income.

Judge Gemmill refused to honor 
the extradition papers and released 
the nun on $20,000 bond As soon 
as Hemstreet Stepped from the court 
he was seized by Marshal Goodale 
and several bailiffs, who tried to 
hustle him to an automobile.

" I will send you, Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Peter, and every official of 
Cook County that interferes with 
me to jail," the judge declared to 
the jailer. 

"Let a bench warrant be issued 
for this Marshalltown man. I'll 
deal with him. Bring the prisoner 

before me. I'll take the responsi- 
bility and I'll send anyone who tries 
to arrest him to jail." 

Afterward Judge Qemmill said 
thai he did not believe Hemstreet 
should baretorned to Marshalltown; 
that in his opinion, based on the 
evidence, the man Is not guilty of 

wife abandonment. 

" Hemstreet cams here in 1912, 
and has regularly contributed to the 
support of his wife, also a deaf-mute, 
and has asked her repeatedly to 
come to Chicago and live with him, 
but she has refused," said the judge. 
"/They have a grown daughter who 
has all her faculties and is working. 
I saw nothing against the man, and 
do not believe he should he taken 
back to Marshalltown."

Chapel exercises on Friday after- 
noon, December 4th, the birthday 
anniversary of Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet, 
recalled the memory of one of the 
Institution's most loved and honored 
Principals. Punctually at three 
o'clock, the pupils and teachers as* 
sembled and Principal Currier made 
a beautiful tribute In remembrance 
of Dr. Peet's wonderful career as a 
teacher of the deaf. 

The date marks the ninetieth an- 
niversary of Dr. Peet, who was the 
son of Dr. Harvey Prindle Peet, 
and who departed this life sixteen 
years ago, having completed forty- 
seven years of service for the wel- 
ware and progress of the school. 
He followed the footsteps of in* 
father, and began work here as a 
teacher, which proved his life-work, 
and, in which, he was sui generis, 
remarkable for his ideas and ability 
in instructing the pupils. He re- 
mained twenty-five years a teacher 
and was then appointed Principal, 
in which position be did so much for 
the school ; ever suggesting im- 
provements and new methods, which 
have been the foundation of what 
is to-day the oldest and finest school 
of its kind in America. As Prin 
cipal he toiled for twent/ two years 
and was Emeritus Principal for five 
years ; his kind devotion and gentle 
smiles making him loved and appre- 
ciated throughout the deaf circles 
of his day. 

Many of the present teaching 
staff replied to the Principal's q 
tion, if they had remembered him 
hack in the last century. Prof. 
Jones and Dr. Fox rendered several 
choice selections of his life from his 
first real work with Fan wood till 
his retirement. The band played 
at intervals, making it a merry and 
memorable occasion.
